NEW ORLEANS SAFE; 
STATEMENT FROM MAYOR 
New Orleans, September 21.— 

Taking exception to a report 

said to have been circulated in 

various parts of the country to- 
day to the effect that New Or- 

leans has been destroyed by a 

tidal wave, Mayor Behrman to- 

night issued the Zollow‘:ng: 

“To the Associated Press: The 
city of New Orleans is absolute- 
ly safe. Situated 110 miles from 
the Gulf of Mexico, no tidal 
wave could reach New Orleans, 
either across the immense area 
of land between the city and 
the Gulf of Mexico or through 
the Mississippi river. New Or- 
leans, London and Hamburg are 
the three great seaports of the 
world which are completely safe 
from the possibility of tidal in- 
undation. The storm, while of 
great intensity, did no greater 
damage than to uproot trees, 
dismantle a few roofs and cre- 
ate other damage of minor 
character. Though New Orleans 
was for a time isolated, so far 
as wire connections were con- 
cerned, out situation was at all 
times safe and more apprehen- 
sion was felt for us outside than 
inside the ctty. The storm 
served to prove that this city, 
with its land-locked river har- 
bor, is one of the safest in the 
world for shipping and for hu- 
man beings.

“MARTIN BEHRMAN, 
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Memphis, Tenn., September 21.—With 
lines of communication still inter- 
rupted and with practigally. no infor- 
mation whatever from any but the 
larger cities and towns, it is now 
known that the equinoctial gale for 
the past forty-eight hours has covered 
all the coast country from Florida to 
Texas, extending with its full force as 
far north as the Alabama boundary, 
through southern Mississippi and Lou- 
isiana and up the river as far as 
Natchez and Vicksburg. Later, the 
storm turned northward with dimin- 
ishing force, reaching Jackson, Miss., 
giving Memphis a touch of its tail and 
pasing on to Nashville and the north. 

It is now established that none of 
the great cities in the path of the 
storm suffered any appalling disaster, 
though, of course, they were all dam- 
aged to some extent. 

Four Dead at New Orleans. 

There were four lives lost at New 
Orleans. Jackson, Miss., reports the 
killing of two men, who were crushed 
under a falling building. At all these 
Places and at other localities of less 
importance there was destruction of 
property. But as to the interior coun. 
try the greatest apprehension has been 
entertained and from all -that area 
there has been absolutely no informa- 
tion. 

Telegraph and telephone wires are 
down and the railroads are opt of 
commission. And, as the hurricane 
Was accompanied by heavy ranfall, it 
is to be assumed that the country 
roads are overflowed, washed away 
and deprived of bridges. 

As soon as the telegraph 
have been restored, it will be possible 
to obtain news from the interior 
points. But up to tonight there was a 
woeful lack of telegraph service. The 
only route of messages to New Or- 
leans this afternoon was by an im- 
provised service via Hattiesburg, ar- 
ranged by the Associatee Press, which 
organization had secured a telephone 
line into New Orleans and was able 
to relay by telegraph to Atlanta and 
Memphis. 

Mississippi Damage Greatest. 

From points in southern Mississippi 
and along the Mississippi river come 
gtrong confirmation of serious destruc- 
tion. Damages was wrought at Vicks- 
bur, Natchez, Jackson and McComb 
City, and it is eminously stated that 
the storm swept over the timber coun- 
try of south Mississippi with cyclonic 
force, felling the trees that constitute 
the wealth of that section. 

it was through this same area that 
tornadoes of recent years have passed, 
carrying death and destruction. 

Information from Jackson is to the 
effect that the storm had force enough 
to damage the new and the old capltoi 
buildings, than which there are no 
stauncher structures in the state. 

At, McComb City the railroad build- 
ings were injured by the wind and 
freight cars were lifted from the tracks.

Prohibition Faction Meets 
at Nashville. 


Sydney, N. S., September 21.—Com- 
mander Robert E. Peary will accept 
no invitations to receptions and no 
public honors until the question of the 
discovery of the North Pole has been 
decided by scientific authorities. This 
he made known tonight, in the follow- 
ing statement which he gave out for 
publication: 

“Acting upon the advice of General 
Thomas Hubbard and Herbert L. 
Bridgman, president and secretary. re- 
spectively, of the Peary Arctic Club. 
I wish to express my thanks to 
friends for their kind offers and in- 
vitations and also beg to say that I 
have Gecided not to accept any in- 
vitations to receptions or any ovations 
until the present eontrov ersy is settled 
by competent authority.’ 

Early Statement from Peary. 

Commander Peary supplemented 
this briefly. He was asked when the 
public was likely to get a decision on 
this subject, and he replied: 

“I do not know, but what I have to 
say will not be very long. delayed. 
Whether my stasement will be tasued } 
in one week or two weeks depends on 
circumstances.” 

The explorer will leave Sydney at 7 
o'clock tomorrow morning, and will 
reach his home on Eagle Island on 
Friday morning. 

The reception of Commander Peary 
today began when the Roosevelt edged 
her way past Low Point, 11 miles down 
the bay, and continued all the way to 
the harbor and until the commander 
reached the Sydney hotel, where he 
made a short speech, and found him- 
self the center of a demonstration. in 
which hundreds of people pressed 
about him and shook his hands. 

“Eleven times I have left Sydney 
for the north,” said the commander. 
“Once I brought back the largest 
meteor ever found; the last time I 
brought back my farthest north rec- 
ord, and this time I have _ brought 
back the North Pole.” 

Souvenir Hunters Rob Peary. 

When the Roosevelt lay at the city 
wharf an‘eager throng of sight- 
seers visited the ship and went 
through her from stem to stern. Sou- 
venir hunters carried away everything 
possible, and many valuable records 
and data belonging -to Professor Mc- 
Millan were lost. These were rec- 
ords of tides and animal life north of 
82 degrees latitude, the names of all 
the Eskimos in the Etah region, to- 
gether with more than a hundred 
books. to which many important mar- 
ginal notes had been made. No rec- 
ords bearing on the dash to the Pole 
were lost The missing books are of 
immense value and cannot be replaced, 
but the authorities are issuing a pub- 
lic appeal for their return 

The explorer spent the evening 
quietly with his family, happy that 
the object of many years’ struggle in 
the Arctic had been achieved, and de- 
lighted, too, vver the hearty welcome 
given him and his crew by the people 
of Sydney. 

A Forbidden Topic. 

With regard to the story told by his 
cabin boy, William Pritchard, Com- 
mander Peary said he had heard that 
Pritchard had been’ informed by Dr. 
Cook he was at the Pole. He de- 
clined, however, to discuss this mat- 
ter. Asked when he first heard that 
Dr. Cook had claimied to have been at 
the Pole, the explorer started to reply 
by saying: “I knew before I reached 
Etah * but did not finish the an- 
swer he intended to give. He ruled 
the question out as a forbidden topic. 

Regarding his observations, he said 
he would first send a general report 
of his trip te the Peary Arctic Club 
and then a detailed statement of tidal, 
meteorigical observations and‘ sound- 
ings to the coast and geodetic survey

Nashville. Tenn.. September 22!.—The 
so-called “state-widers,” the prohibi- 
tion faction of the democratic party in 
Tennesse, met fm state conference here 
today, the declared purpose being to 
“nerfect a state organization for the 
maintenance and enforcement” of anti. 
liquor laws enacted by the last general 


assembly. 

The report of the committee on reso- 
lutions and plan of organization as 
adopted, declares for the enforcement 
of the temperance laws; the mainte- 
nance and support of the general and 
primary election laws; and, In effect, 
the disfranchisement of the negro. 

The plan of organization contem- 
plates a general committee, composed 
of three members from each congres- 
sional district. This committee has the 
power to organize at once and do such 
things as may be deemed necessary to 
bring about the nomination of candi- 
dates for governor and legislature. The 
conference declared emphatically for 
candidates in sympathy with the move- 
ment, as against the favorites of local 
option. 

A finance committee willl be appointed 
to raise funds to support the movement. 
At a meeting of the general commit- 
tee of the conference, J. J. Bean of 
Moore county, was elected chairman, 
aad W. V. Barry, of Henderson county, 
was chosen secretary. 

Luke Lea, an attorney, of Nashville, 
presided over the conference, which ad- 
journed at 8:30 o'clock this afternoon.

WE HAVE MADE A BRAVE FIGHT. 
"Last Words of Gov. Johnson 


Rochester, Minn., September 21.— 


Yovernor John A. Johnson, three times 
elected governor of Minnesota, a candi- 
date for the democratic nomination for 
president of the United States in 1908 
and looked upon by many throughout 
the country as the probable democratic 
national standard-bearer in 1912, died 
at St. Mary’s hospital here at 3:25 
o’clock this morning, following an op- 
eration last Wednesday. 

The late Governor John A. Johnson 
had been operated on twice before by 
the Drs. Mayo. First, for the removal 
of ulcers of the stomach and after- 
wards for an abscess of the bowels. 
Both operations were very acute, pro- 
longed cases, and the governor was in 
a very serious condition each time. 

Governor Johnson's life hung con- 
tinually in the balance until the end 
came. So frequently did his condition 
change, alternately for better and then 
for worse, that his physicians, ever 
hopeful but none too optimistic, were 
able to say at no time since the opera- 
tion was performed that the governor 
had more than even chance for his life, 

At his bedside when the end came 
were Mrs. Johnson, Miss Margaret 
Sullivan, her friend; Drs. W. 
Charles H, Mayo, Dr. C. F. 
Frank A. Day, the governor's private 
secretary; Fred B. Lynch, democratic 
national committeeman, and the Misses 
Jannie and Schiller, the governor's 
nurses. 

When the governor had breathed his 
last, Mrs. Johnson who had been in 
attendance at her husband's side, and 
who had borne up bravely under .the 
ordeal, totally collapsed and was taken 
to the Sullivan home. 

Governor Johnson, at times during 
the night, seemed to wish that the end 
might come, for on One occasion he 
said: 

“My; the time drags slowly. I 
so uncomfortable.” 

He lapsed into unconsciousness at 1 
o'clock. Towards the’ end he revived 
and raised himself several times to 
pat his wife on the cheek. His last 
words were: 

“Well, Nora, I guess I am going: we 
have made a brave fight.” 

The body was taken to St. Paul on 
a special train this afternoon and will 
lie in state all day tomorrow in the 
state capitol.

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REMABKABLE TRIBUTE PAID 
TO MEMORY OF GOV. JOHNSON. 

St. Paul, Minn., September 21.—One 
of the most remarkable tributes ever 
paid to the memory of a public man in 
Minnesota was accorded the late Gov- 
ernor Johnson today. 

From the hour that’ the governor's 
death was first publicly announced by 
tolling bells in Rochester, all usual 
public activity was abandoned. All 
banks, stores and offices were closed 
and buildings draped in black and pur- 
ple crepe. 

Governor Johnson's body was escort. 
ed to a special train for-St. Paul by a 
throng of citizens from every walk of 
life. On the train were Mrs. Johnson. 
a few of her personal friends, state 
officers and friends of the late govern- 
or. As the cortege passed down the 
street leading to the railway station 
the escort lined up on either side with 
bared heads. Mayor Thompson had 
proclaimed it a day of public mourn- 
ing. The mayor and councilmen acted 
as - pallbearers. 

All the way along the route to St. 
Paul flags were at haj{-mast and buijd- 


ings draped with crepe, A touching 
feature was the appearance of a large 
number of school children at the sta- 
tions, each provided with the natjonal 
colors pointed downward. 

At St. Paul the train was met by de- 
tachments of all the local companies 
of the national guard and an escort 
of pelice. The* procession to the. state 
capitol was witnessed by thousands of 
people. 

AL the capitol the body was placed 
in the rotunda, where it will He in 
state until tomorrow afternoon, 

Tomorrow afternoon the Rev. J. J. 
Lawler, chaplain of the governor's 
staff, will conduct servfces in the capi- 
tol. Thursday the body will be taken 
to St. Peter, where final services will 
be held under Presbyterian auspices. 
Interment will be in the family ceme- 
tery at St. Peter, where Governor John- 
son is to be buried beside his mother.

Governor Johnson was 
St. Peter forty-eight years 
ago. His parents were natives of 
Sweden. Hig father, Gustav Johnson, 
his his mother, Caroline Hanson Haden, 
were both of. peasant stock. 

Gustav Johnson was a \blacksmith 
and for a number. of years he conduct- 
ed his business on a farm near St. 
Peter. On this farm the future gov- 
ernor was born. About the time of 
the Indian troubles n that neghbor- 
hood during the civil war the Johnsons 
moved to the village of St. Peter, 
where the father reestablished his 
shop, but he failed to prosper and 
died, leaving his family in poverty. 
John worked in stores and supported 
his mother and in the meantime form- 
ed the readng habt and manages to 
obtain a good education. 

Finally an opportunity was opened 
for him to become egqttor and part 
owner of The St. Peter Herald. His 
paper was popular and he was also in 
demand as 2 speaker at public meet- 
ings. 

His first venture tn politics resulted 
in a defeat for state senator in 1894, 
just after he had married Miss Elinore 
M. Preston, @ teacher. 

In 1898 he was agarn nominated by 
the democrats for the senate and was 
elected. Here he enhanced hs reputai- 
tion as a pubile’ speaker and a stu- 
dent of political questrone, but made 
some enemies in his own party when 
he defended the American soldiers in 
the Philippines and the conduct of the 
national administrato:n.. But if he lost 
democratic support he gained more 
from the republicans and when in 1904 
he was nominated for governor by the 
democratic state convention he was 
elected. 
ed overwhelmingly. 

When it was proposed to nominate 
him for a third time the governor de- 
clared he would not be a e«andidate, 
but was unanimously renominated and 
was again elected by a big majority. 
Governor Johnson for the last few 
years was in demand for a speaker at 
political’ gatherings and chautauqua’ 
assemblies. 

LOSS TO THE ENTIRE COUNTRY,

First Message of Cook. 

Such is the sum and substance of the 
first message Dr. Frederick A. Cook 
brought home in person to America 
today, answering his critics the world 
over. Under seas and over land it trav- 
eled north as fast as eléctricity could 
carry it to where another explorer, 
Robert E. Peary, is homeward bound 
from the Pole, was pacing the decks 
with his hand to his eyes for a sight 
of his wife and children. 

Throughout a long and arduous night, 
the flotilla of tug boats, outposts of a 
continental curiosity, had tossed in the 
darkness for a first wlimpse of the 
Oscar II, bearing the man from whom 
a nation waited word. : 

At 5 o’clock this morning the ex- 
plorer was on deck. The Oscar II had 
purposely been held back vesterday, 
not to disarrange the reception plans 
of the Arctic Club of America, but 
leaving Fire Island shortly after mid- 
night, she nosed her wav into Quaran- 
tine, an hour too early for everybody 
but Dr. Cook. 


Cook Rushes for His Wife. 

A speck in the distance bégan to as- 
sume dimensions. Presently. it was 
recognizable as the tug bearing Mrs. 
Cook and her two daughters. Quickly 
the tug came alongside. and, while the 
heavy swell running around her fenders 
against the plates of her big sister, Dr. 
Cook clagnbered nimbly down Jacob's 
ladder and with no concern for the 
cameras trained on him, made a rush 
for his wife. For the moment, he even 
missed the children who stood a few 
feet away, until his wife silently led 
him to them. Then, as he lifted his 
youngest daughter to his shoulder, the 
silent, watching crowd that lined on 
the raile of the Oscar II, broke into a 
storm of cheers. 

Soon, there followed a second trans- 
fer from the tug to the staemer Grand 
Republic. 

As Dr. Cook set foot aboard, 
Ida Lehman, daughter of an old 
Brooklyn friend, threw a wreath of 
roses about his neck, greeted as a hero 
and proclaimed a “gentlemen of Bush- 
wick.” Bushwick is the name of Dr. 
Cook’s home section of Brooklyn. 

Hew Cook Stands Hero Role. 

Dr. Cook looked it. Brown, positive, 
patient, taciturn, he endures the busi- 
ness .of being a hero with courtesy, 
bus no enthusiasm. As he stood beside 
backer, the contrast was 
apparent.

Denver, Col., September 21.—Making 
his way still further to the west, Pres- 
ident Taft arrived in Denver this after- 
noon, and tonight, in the Denver audi- 
torium, where a year ago Mr. Bryan 
was nominated as his opponent in the 
presidential race, faced a crowd of 
theusands that in its noisy welcome 
and continuing enthusiasm, recalled 
some of the scenes of the convention 
week. 

President Taft elected tonight to take 
up the corporation tax passed as & part 
of the Payne tariff and to defend it as 
against the proposition to impose a di- 
rect income tax, which he acknowl- 
edged seemed likely to pass ‘the senate 
when the. corporation tax was devised 
as a compromise. 

The president strongly urged that 
all the states should adopt the proposéd 
amendmént to the constitution, how- 
ever, to make an income tax possible 

A ‘Ahaha 
in time of need. te 
Taft Defends Corporation Tax. 

The president tonight declared the* 
the corporation tax was, in itself, the 
best form Of income tax that could be 
levied, and pointed out that it contained 
many of the best features of the in- 
come tax law of England. In urging 
that the states should vote for the 
amendment.to the consttttuion permit- 
ting the levy of a direct income tar, 
without apportioning the proceeds 
among the states according to their 
population, the president declared that 
it would be possible to so amend the 
corporation tax as to include within 
its scope every desired feature of an 
income tax except the levy upon in- 
comes derived from actual salary aad 
professional services 

The president said he opposed a di- 
rect income tax except in cases of 
emergency. and he believed it ‘~ be a 
prime fault in the federal constitution 
that no provision is made for a direct 
levy to meet war-time or other extraor- 
dinary expenditures. 

Mr. Taft declared that it. was the 
supreme court decision declaring un- 
constitutional the income tax law 
oassed by a demecratic congress some 
years ago, that prevented the leaders 


in corgress during the session re- 
cently closed from including in the 
corporation tax measure a provision 
for a levy on bonds and bondholders. 
To tax bonds would result in the re- 
duction of the rate of interest, and 
hence this resulted in a direct tax

As Result of Dispensary 
Investigations. 


First of Criminal Cases Taken 
Up in the Circuit Court at 
Coiumbia --- Farnum Was a 
Former Liquor Dealer and 
Brewer. 


Columbia, S. C., September 21.—The 
first of the criminal cases growing 
out of the investigation of the late 
state dispensary system was taken up 
in the circuit court at Columbia to- 
day, when the trial of James 8S. Far- 
num, of Charleston, a former liquor 
was started. 

The charge upon which Farnum was 
indicted was bribery of a member of 
the board of directors of the state dis- 
pensary, which board made the pur- 
chases of liquor for the system, This 
is only one of the several cases 
against Farnum, and ffiere are nine 
other persons under indictment for 
bribery and conspiracy to defraud 
the state, including five former § dis- 
pensary officials.

‘BANKERS NOW STAND 


Most Significant Develop- 
ment of Convention, De- 
clares John K. Ottley.

The most significant development of 
the thirty-fifth convention of the 
American Bankers’ Association, held in 
Chicago, last week, was the marked 
trend of sentiment favoring the estab- 
lishment of a central bank, declares ‘ 
John K. Ottley, vice president of the 
Fourth National bank. Mr. Ottley, who 
was a. member of the association's ex- 
ecutive council, together with Col. Rob- 
ert J. Lowry, president of the Lowry 
National bank, and Vice President Jo- 
seph A. McCord, of the Third National 
bank, made up the Atlanta delegation. 

“For the first time in its history,” 
said Mr. Ottley, ‘ithe convention ad- 
journed without recommending. any 
financial legislation. The feeling was 
that the appointment of an able cur- 
rency commission by the government 
assured god results, as the commission 
is now gathering facts from all over 


“In his annua! address President 
George M. Reynolds gave the first of- 
ficial approval of the central bank idea 
and in this he was upheld by a ma- 
jority of the bankers present. There 
has been a great change of senti- 
ment in this matter. Formerly practi- 
cally all the bankers of the country 
opposed the idea. Il am among those 
who. have changed their views. This 
change has largely resulted from the 
proposal to have the central: bank 
owned by the banks of the country 
and the investing public under gov- 
ernment supervision and to be open 
for deposits by banks only.

Barely Steady. 


New York, September 21.—The tropi- 
cal storm sent prices to new high rec- 
ords again today and practically all 
active months sold well above the l3c 
level on an excited and general buy- 
ing movement. Realizing cost the 
market part of its.gain later, and the 
close was barely steady at a net ad- 
vance of only 2@6 points. 

The market opened firm at an ad- 
vance of 7@11 points, on reports that 
the gulf storm had entered the coun- 
try by way of the central gulf coast 
and had worked northward. covering 
a wide area and causing great dam- 
age in the states of Louisiana, Missis- 
sijppi, Arkansas, Alabama and in parts 
of Tennessee. Realizing was very 
heavy at the initial advance, but was 
taken care of on a scale down to the 
closing prices of last night, following 
which the market devéloped renewed 
firmness on a continuation of the out- 
side buying movement.

The 
disappointment in this matter brought 
home keenly to the speculative mind 
the extent to which it had been relying 
on rumors as vague and ill-authenti- 
cated as was this case. An official 
announcement by the Vulcan Detinning 
Company declared that “rumors put 
into circulation regarding it are grose- 
ly exaggerated,” has been used with 
effect in the stock market. The stock 
broke 6 points.
